port of the city are liable to an in- 
crease of 10 per cent as provided in 
the charter, as well as costs of proso 
cution for carrying on business with- 
out a license. 


The fact that a number have not yet 


paid their dues is not because they 
refuse to do so, but many have been 
waiting for a collector to come around. 
Owing to the economical system un- 
der which the city is run, it is im- 
possible to provide deputies for this 
purpose and if the Chief were to go 
out and make a canvass the people who 
come to his office to pay their tithing 
•would find, no one there to receive 
their money. 


This should cause all who have not 


yet paid to go to the city hall without 
delay and get their receipts. 
The 


penalty will not be added for a lew 
days. 


Those who have pa-id their licenses 


did BO without a murmur, except be- 
cause of what they term double taxa- 
tion. 
The city gives one quarter of 


its revenues to the state and one- 
fourth to the county. 
This would be 


very fair if it were not that the 
county also levies a license. The lat. 
ter will or should be repealed without 
delay.

I note some disposition upon the

isfactory to them. 
Neither do I know 


the exact grounds upon which Judge 
Murphy held the law to be uncon- 
stitutional. 
But whatever they were, 


a matter of such importance to labor 
ought not to be allowed to go to fin- 
al judgment upon the decision of a 
District Court. It should by all means 
be taken to our highest judicial tri- 
bunal, and I presume that those hav- 
ing the matter in charge have already 
taken steps having that end in view. 


Meanwhile, in justice to the mem- 


bers of the last legislature, there should 
be a cessation of the cliarges and 
inuendos that some of them were cor- 
rupt, and intentionally made the law 
unconstitutional, for up to the present 
time not a scintilla of proof has been 
offered In support of such charges and 
inuendos. 


It is quite within the possibilities, 


and not so very unprobable that the 
Supreme Court may 
reverse 
Judge 


Murphy's 
decision. 
There 
is, of 


course, a general presumption in favor i 
of the correctness of a District Court's 
judgment, but there is just as strong 
a presumption in favor of the constit- 
utionality of a law solemnly enacted 
by the State legislature. 
Should the 


Supreme Court sustain the law, those 
who have been 
imputing 
wrongful 


motives to those who enacted it, would 
be placed in a very awkward and ev- 
en ridiculous position.

they show a- product having a. gross 
valuation of over $242 a ton. 
The es- 


timated cost of marketing, including 
wagon haul of fourteen miles to 
the 


railroad, freight, sampling and smelt- 
ing charges, Is $22 a ton, says the Her- 
ald. This wil leave a net profit to the 
company of $220 a. ton, or $5500 for a 
twenty-f.ve-ton car. 
TTie 
manage- 


ment hopes to begin regular ship- 
ments of at least one car a. month of 
concentrates by August 1st, which will 
meet 
the regular 
development ex- 


penses at the present rate. 


The assay of the concentrates Is as 


follows. 
Silver, 420 ounces; lead, 17 


per cent; gold, value, $8.27. 
This, ac- 


cording to Mr. Child, represents 
a 


fair average of the product. The ore 
in its crude form before entering the 
mill assays 45 ounces of 
silver and 


$3 to $4 in gold, with low lead values 
With a concentration of approximate- 
ly 12 to 1, it is apparent that there 
is still considerable loss in the silver, 
and more in the gold.

Owners Are Greatly Interested in 
at Present 


DRILLING ON PAY ORE 


Proof of jmnual labor is prescribed 


"by statute in nearly all the mining 
states. The time for filing this certi- 
ficate in Arizona 
is within 
three 


months, California andJ Washington 
thirty days, Idaho and New Mexlso 
sixty days, Montana twenty days, Ne- 
vada sixty days, Utah and Wyoming 
thirty days after the work is done. 


In Colorado it has been held 
that 


neglect to file the proof of labor would 
not leave the claim open to leloca- 
tlon, if the annual labor \\as in fact 
done and some of the federal judges 
have taken the same position. 
In 


Idaho the courts have decided that the 
effect of the omission is to only raise a 
disputable presumption that the an- 
nual labor had not been done. 
The 


California Act purports to make 
the 


filing obligatory, but a close reading 
of it will show that there is no ex- 
press penalty attached to a failure 
to file the affidavit, other than the 
presumption 
of 
> non-performance 
of 


the annual labor, which of course can 
"be generally ovei thrown by oral evi- 
dence in court. 


It is not likely that any court will 


hold that a mining claim will be for- 
feited by neglect to file an affidavit of 
labor when the statute itself does not 
pi escribe such forfeiture as a penal- 
ty. 
Penalties, civil or ciiminal, are 


not created by mere constructions of 
law. 


It is indeed a legal maxim that the 


law abhors forfeitures and will never 
Impose them unless the statute admits 
of no other logical construction. 
To 


do otherwise would be contiary to nat- 
ural justice and cause technicalities to 
run mad. 


Nevertheless the precaution to file 


the annual proof of labor should not 
be neglected by any prudent claim 
owner. The filing of it makes out the 
proof of the fact of the labor having 
been done, •uhich in its absence might 
afterwards be a difficult matter 
to 


show. 
It is the best record substi- 


tute for a United States patent, with- 
out which no claim Is considered se-l 
cure, in modern times.
